ALTON EXEMPTION BOARD

To make up 
the Jersey County quota of 111 men, 
the board examined 329.

Mrs. Emil Chartin Says City Em- 
ploye Was Slain by Man About 
25 Years Old. 


WERE TALKING IN ALLEY 


Slayer Fired and Fled ‘Without! 
Attempt to Rob—Hat He | 
Dropped Is Clew. 


Although the police today found 
a woman eyewitness to the killing of 
George H. ehmeyer, 48 years old, 
of 3815A Sullivan avenue, who was 
shot in the chest at 11:30 o’clock last 
night at an alley ehtrance on Prairie 
avenue, between Sullivan and Ash- 
land avenues, they have been tnable 
to estabHsh a motive for the killing. 

Valuable jewelry which Wehmeyer 
wore was untouched. Members of 
the family have told of a strange 
young man whom Wehmeyer met 
casually in Fairgrounc “ark, and 
who represented himself as wantirg 
to make an investment in real estate. 
Wehmeyer was seen in company with 
this young man several times re- 
cently. 

Wehmeyer was a widower. Hle 
was reputed to be well-to-do an 
was fond of wearing and displaying 
diamonds. He was a wharfboat car- 
penter employed by the city 

Mrs. Emil Chartin of 4264)North | 
Twenty-first street, was walking on 
the east side of Prairie aven near 
Aashland avenue. She saw Weh- 
meyer and a young man talking 
with each other at the mouth of the 
alley pn the opposite side of the 
street. Suddenly, she said, the 
young man drew a revolver and 
fired. Wehmeyer fell and his as- 
sailant raf south to Sullivan avenue. 

She described him as being afoout 
25 years old, 5 feet 9 inches tall. 
weighing about 160 pounds and 
wearing a blue serge suit. - 

Hat Is a Clew. 

A short distance east of Prairie 
avenue the fleeing slayer dropped 
his hat and it was picked up by 
Miss Margaret ‘Hartless of 3722 Sul- 
livan avenue. It was 2 Panama, size

William Meckel of 3946 Palm 
street, a real estate dealer and a 
nephew of Wehmeyer, told the po- 
lice of a young man whom Weh- 
meyer recently met in Fairgfound 
Park. ‘$his young man, he said, 
started a conversation with Weh- 
meyer and remarked that he was 
guardian for his brother and sister 
and had about $3000 of their money 
which he would like to invest. 


Right Hand Was Maimed. 


Wehmeyer suggested that the 
young man see Meckel if he had 
money to invest. He took the 


stranger to Meckel’s home last Fri- 
day night. He gave a surname which 
Meckel has furnished to police. 
No decision was reached to the 
investment and the stranger prom- 
ised to return. Meckel said he ne 
ticed three fingers were missing 
from the stranger’s right hand. In 
a general way, he said, he resembled 
the police descriptions of the man 
who shot Wehmeyer last night. -

USE 25 YEARS TO BE CLEANED 


Board of Public Service Raitieties 
Water Commissioner .to Let 
$48,000 Contract. 
The Board of Public Service today 
authorized the Water Commisioner 
to let contracts for cleaning 55 miles 
of water mains which have been in 
use 25 years or longer: The city has 
appropriated $48,000 for the work. 
Commissioner Wall said the clean- 
ing would be done with turbine cut- 
ters placed in the mains, which vary 
in sige from six to 20 inches, that will 
scrape off the incrustations of rust 
and other deposits from’ the inner 
surfaces of the pipe. The cutters 
will be propelled by the force of the 
water flowing through the mains. 
Sections of pipe a block long will 
be cleaned at one time. The water 
in the block where the work is going 
on will be turned off in the houses 
for about five hours during .the 
cleaning period. Downtown the 
work will be done at night to avoid 
inconveniencing business and office 
establishments.

Told to Produce Credentials. 

Dunlap began his activity here 
by going to the Cornet & Zeibig 
Real Estate Co., agents for the Post- 
Dispatch Building, and representing 
ghat he wished to rent offices. for 
Colgate & Co., in the Post-Dispatch 
Building. He looked at the offices 
and pigked out a suite on the sec- 
‘ond floor. He was told, however, 
that he would have to pr@duce cred- 
entials from his principals befote a 
lease would be signed. 

He then asked F. G. Zeibig of the 
real estate firm to recommend a 
bank with which he might open an 
account. Zeibig mentioned the State 
National, and the next day ‘Dunlap 
opened an account there with $200 in 
cash. According to the officere of 
the bank, this was checked against 
immediately, and E. B. Pryor, presi- 
dent of the bank, gave order that un- 
der no circumstances should he be 
allowed to ovardraw. 

When Dunlap presented the check 
for $300 he asked that he be giver | 
$100 in cash and the remainder be 
| credited to his account. He was told 
that he would not‘be allowed to draw 
against it until the bank had time to 
hear from New York. 

He then went away and the next 
day, Saturday, an Alton banker 
calied the St. Louis bank and stated 
that Dunlap had offered a ¢heck’ at 
a hotel there for $100, drawn againgé 
the State National. By this time thé 
State National had heard from New 
York and it advised the Alton bank- 
er to have Dunlap arrested. Dun- 
lap was caught as he was about to 
take a train from Alton.

While in St. Louis Dunlap made 

arrangements for a luncheon to be 
held yesterday at the Planters Hotel, 
at which he announced the directors 
of the Colgate company were to be 
present. He invited the officers of | 
the State National Bank, the Cornet 
& Zeibig firm and others. He’ wrote. 
several letters to some of these men 
on stationery of the Colgate com- 
pany. It was learned that some of 
these letters, although dated at Alk- 
ton, were dictated by him to a ste- 
nographer at the Planters Hotel. 
It is alleged that the check he is 
charged with forging was filled ®ut 
and signed at his direction by this 
stenographer and mailed to him with 
a letter which he himself dictated. 
Dunlap is about 40 years o]d and is 
married. He is fashionably attired. 
His wife is at Alton, but.she ‘was not 
arrested. She said they were mar-

PROPOSAL REPORTED REJECTED 


Reply Which Went Forward Last. Night Be 
~ lieved to Say Statement of Germany’s

It was made known officially thai 
the reply was dispatched last night. 

In the best-informed quarters it is 
believed that the reply, while re- 
spending to the Pontiff’s proposal 
with the delicacy and respect which 


the latter commands, does not find, 


that there is any ground on which 
to proceed to a discussion of peace in 
the absence of an announcement by 
Germany as to her terms. 


The rey to the Pope’ 8 somabadd 
cation is about 1000 words long and 
will be given out here by the State 
Department for publication in morn- 
ing papers of tomorrow. 

Dispatch of the American reply 
indicates that the replies of the en-. 
tente allies are ready if, indeed, they 
already have not been made. Ex-’ 
changes of views have been proceed- 
ing for several days and all the re- 
plies are supposed to be in harmony. 
The note also will be published in 
Wednesday morning’s London pa- 
pers.

Harvey L. Christie, who had been 
attorney for the shoe company, and 
who, as counsel for Stephens and 
Gray, recommended the deal by 
which they acquiréd the stock, suf- 
fered financial loss himself through 
its depreciation, and his mind was so 
affected by worry that he was placed 
in a sanitarium. He has never re- 
sumed professional activity.

PACKAGES FOR:U. S. SOLDIERS

Exemption Includes Tobacco, Cigars, 
Cigarettes, Playing Cards and 

Beverages. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Packages 
from home for American soldiers are to, 
be passed by the French Government 
duty free and without unnecessary de- 
lays for examination. .,The State. De- 
partment announced tonight: that. this 
letter had been received from Ambassa- 
dér Jusserand: 

“The Minister of Finance authorizes 
the entry without payment of duties of 
parceis‘sent from foreign countries by 
private persons to soldiers of the Amer- 
ican expedlitionary corps. No other ex- 
amination will be*required than an 
identification of ‘the parcel and _ the 
transmission to the destination as. 
marked. 

“The same facilities are extended to 
shipments made to wounded soldiers un- 
der medical attendance in. hospitals. 
They include tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, 
playing cards and beverages. 

‘‘These invoices are exempt from cus- 
toms duties, statistic dues, and, if any, 
internal revenue taxes. It need not be 
said that the decidfn applies to Ship- 
ments made by the Y. M. C. A.”

INCREASE IN WORKERS’ EARNINGS 


Is More Per Capital Than the Ad- 
vance in’ Food Prices. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28i—Iron, 
steel and woolen manufacturing 
workers’ earnings per capita for the 
two and a half year period just end- 
ed increased more than the advance 
in the retail prices of, foodstuffs for 
the three-year period, July, 1914, to 
July, 1917. A statement by the De- 
partment of Labor’ shows iron and 
steel workers, per capita earnings 
increased 53 per cent and woolen 
manufacturing workers 45 per cent, 
while the cost of foodstuffs in- 
creased 42 per cent. 

Workers in other industries did 
not fare so well. Per capita earn- 
ings of boot and shoe workers in- 
creased 34 per cent; cotton manu- 
facturing employes and cotton fin- 
ishing workers, 38 per cent; hosiery 
and underwear workers, 37 per cent, 
and silk workers, 25 per cent.

2-Cent Stamps for 
5 Cents Started Trouble. . 


F. H. Swift, receiver for a drug 
store formerly opegated by J. B: 
Hicks, at Union and Delmar boule- 
vards, waits in vain for members of 
the Ladies’ Aid Society of the Unjon 
Avenue Christian Church to resume 
the “ice cream socials” which they 
formerly held in the store. He be- 
lieves rivalry between women church 
workers and the installation of a slot 
machine which sells two 2-cent 
stamps for a nickél has caused an 
“embargo” against the store. | 

The stamp machine, which yields 
a profit of a penny on each nickel 
dropped into it, is being run for the 
benefit of a babies’ home in St. Louis 
County, under the direction of Mrs. 
T. R. Ayars of 5861 Plymouth ave- 
nue. Mrs. Ayars recently severed 
her connection with the National Be- 
nevolent Association, which operates 
a similar home at 2931 North Euclid 
avenue. She also withdrew as a 
member of the Union Avenue Chris- 


Before her withdrawal from the 
church Mrs. Ayars, in co-operation 
with the National Benevolent Asso- : 
ciation, was endeavoring to have the 
stamp machine installed in the 
drug store for the benefit of the 
home on Euclid avenue. 


Later she organized a rival organi- 
zation called the Women’s National 
Benevolent Association and had the 
machine put ir. for the profit of the 
county home for babies. 

Swift today said that befo the 
stamp machine was installed the La- 
digs’ Aid Society of the Union ia 
nue Church met to eat ice cream In 
the store twice a week.

The General Staff estimates one offi- 
cer is required for every 30 men in 
the service, so the War Department 
preparations, based on that estimate, 
would indicate the Government is 
laying the foundation for an army 
of 4,500,000, in addition to the 1,- 
250,000 who have been called “to 
the regular army, the national guard 


jand.the national army. 


It is impossible to get from Secre- 
tary Baker or the Chief of Staff any 
statement of the size of the army 
the United States expects to place in 
the field ultimately. 

It is known, however, that what 
appear to be delays in getting the 
first troops into the field have been. 
merely parts of a thoroughly workea 
out scheme of mobilization whereby 
armies would be organized as rapid- 
ly as they could be suppHed and 
transported. 

The administration constantly has 
endeavored to avoid the confusion 
of Spanish War days, when the War 
Department tried to organize an 
army without adecuate considera- 
tion of its necessities. * 

Sho Will Disappear. 

The present shortage of guns and 
supplies, Secretary Baker said today. 
will disappear before the national 
guard is in France and the first draft 
is organized into divisions. There- 
after the available supplies will in- 
crease so great-numbers of troops 
may be mobilized and thoroughly 
equipped with speed and precision. 

The War Department’s theory is 
that the first 500,000 men from the 
United States merely will help to 
give the allies a slight advantage, 
but. that the millions who may be 
sent after them willend the war. To 
attempt to rush such a program 
through in a few’ months would 
merely result in confusion and fail- 
ure, ranking officials of the War De- 
partment insist. 

Preparations for the present army 
scheme will be kept slightly in ad- 
vance of the plans of the Shipping 
Board. The War Department does 
not desire to have great forces on 
its hands in this country. -Whenever 
the shipping is available .the troops 
will be ready to march abroad. 


“ An evidence of the change of pgl- 
icy in training army officers was un- 
covered today when it developed 
that the War Department had asked 
the French Government to send a 
corps of officers fresh ‘from the 
trenches to jeach the new American 
officers modern warfare. The sec- 
ond reserve officers’ camps ‘and 
those which follow will be handled 
to a large extent by Frenchmen who 
have learned war in the trenches. 
When the United States entered the 
war France offered instructors fo: 
our armies. England did the same. 
The offers were flatly but politely 
turned down by Baker at the dicta- 
tion, it is saidjof the general staff. 

The result of this refusal of ‘the 
French offer has been that 27,000 
American reserve officers have been 
turned out of: the first officers’ re- 
serve camps with little*more than a 
few hours of actual trench work. 
Some foreign officers who looked at 
the ditches which American of- 
ficers caused to be Wug at Fort Myer 
to represent trenches were astounded 
by the failure of the department to 
grasp the necessity for real war 
trenches. These trenches are barely 
big enough to accommodate a man 
tanding, while the French trenches 
re built like catacombs.

President’s Proclamation Places 
Further Restrictions on 
Overseas Shipments. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Use ol 

export control as a ‘war weapon to 
hasten the submission of Germany is 
seen here in Pregident'Wilson’s proc- 
lamation placing further restrictions 
on overseas shipments. 
The proclamation declares the 
goods which may not be sent ta Eu- 
ropean neutrals except under license 
and extends the list of commadities 
for which license is required in:ship- 
ments to the allies and neutralsisothex 
than Furopean countries. 

The President, in a statememt ac- 
companying the proclamatian, de- 
clares it is the main purpose. of the 
Government to see that no American 
products are made “the occasion of 
benefit to the énemy, eitherwdirectly 
or indirectly.”’ 

Neutrals already have been in- 
formed the United States rwill see 
to it that no American goodsi may be 
used even to replace indirectly com- 
modities forwarded by neutrals to 
Germany. 

The prohibition of exports to the 
central Powers is understood) to indi- 
cate export control will supercede 
the British system of giving letters 
of assurance for American cargoes. 

Transfer of Export Control. 

The procigmation contains the 
first formal announcement of the 
transfer of administration of ex- 
rort control from the Department uf 
Commerce to the export admimistra- 
tive Board headed by Vance MicCor- 
mick. 

Accompanying thé proclamation 
was a statement from the Presidént 
explaining its purpose. It said: 

‘The purpose and effect of his 
proclamation is not export prohibi- 
tion, but merely export control. It is 
not the intention to interfere un- 
nécessarily with our foreign trade, 
but our own domestic needs must 
be adequately safeguarded and there 
is the added duty of meeting’the ne- 
cessities of all the nations. at war 
with the imperial German Govern- 
ment. 

“After these* needs are meét, it is 
our wish and intention to minister to 
the needs of the neutral nations as 
far as our resources permft. This 
talk will be discharged without other 
than the very proper qualifications 
that the liberation of our surplus 
products shall not be made the occa- 
sion of benefit to the enemy, either 
directly or indirectly. 


Two Lists of Articles. 

“The two lists have been prepared 
in the interests of facility and ex- 
pediency. The first list, applicable 
to the enemy and his allies, and to 
the neutral countries of Europe, 
brings under control practically all 
articles of commerce; while the sec- 
ond list, applicable to all the other 
countries of the world, makes only a 
few additions to the list of commodi- 
ties controlled by the proclamation of 
July 9, 1917. 

“Tt is obvious that a closer super- 
vision and control of exports is 
necessary with respect to those Eu- 
ropean neutrals within the sphere o? 
hostilities than is required for those 
eountries farther removed. 

“The establishment of those dis- 
tinctions wfll simplify the adminis- 
trative processes and enable wus to 
continue our policy of minimizing 
the interruption of trade.” 


Additional Responsibility. 


Assumption by the United States 
of the burden of maintaining the 
blockade of Germany,in so far as it 
applies to shipment of American 
goods, gives this nation an additionxi 
responsibility of which the

Skin the fruit if necessary; leave 
whole or cut, as preferred. 

Pack fruit in hot jars. 

Fill jars with hot sirup or boiling 
water. ; 

Place tops and rubbers in position. 

Tighten tops, not air tight. 

Place jars on false bottom in wash-+ 
boiler. : 

Submerge jars two inches. 

Put cover on washboiler and liet 
water boil for -16 minutes for 
peaches and 20 minutes for apples 
and pears. 

Start counting when water begins 
to boil.

Carl C. Guthner, a sprinter and 
the Denver Athletic Club’s represen- 
tative to the National A. A. U. track 
and field championships, to be de- 
cided at Francis Field on Friday 
and Saturday of this week and next 
Monday, is the first visiting athlete 
to put in his appearance for the 
games. Guthner arrived in the city 
yesterday morning. 

This athlete for the last two years 
has won the Colorado State cham- 
pionship in both the 100 and 22 
yard championships. He is entered 
in both the junior and senior sprints 
here.
